ISRAEL,  HERZL10  SHEQALIM  COIN,  1984

The  government  of  Israel  has  issued  a new  type  10-sheqalim  coin  bear- 
ing the  image  of  Theodor  Herzl  , the  founder  of  modern  Zionism  who  died 
in  1904.  His  portrait  also  appeared  on  the  recently-obsolete  10  shel- 
alim  notes. 

The  coin  is  of  the  same  physical  dimensions  as  the  ship-type  10  sheq- 
alim first  dated  1982.  The  obverse  design  is  modern  and  interesting. 
The  whole  field  consists  of  tiny  raised  lettering  while  the  main  de- 
vices are  formed  by  chipping  away  lettering.  In  addition  to  the  image 
of  Herzl,  the  obverse  bears  the  state  seal  and  the  word  "Israel"  in 
English,  Hebrew  and  Arabic.  The  reverse  is  unchanged  except  for  a 
change  in  date.

Friedberg  publishes  new  edition  of  A CATALOG  OF  MODERN  WORLD  COINS 

As  a collector  and  erstwhile  dealer  I have  been  of  the  opinion  that 
general  coin  collectors  need  a general  catalog  and  specialized  col- 
lectors need  specialized  catalogs  and  if  you  try  to  combine  the  two 
something  is  lost  for  each.  For  the  past  ten  years  Krause  Publications 
has  issued  their  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins  that  borrowed  heavily 
from  Richard  Yeoman's  Modern  World  Coins  and  Current  Coins  of  the 
World , the  backbone  of  world  coin  collecting.  The  Krause  effort  is 
apparently  trying  to  be  all  things  to  all  collectors;  a mixed  bles- 
sing at  least. 

To  say  that  Yeoman's  Modem  World  Coins  was  missed  in  the  numismatic 
marketplace  is  to  also  say  that  a generation  of  world  coin  collectors 
have  missed  out  on  a very  basic  and  remarkably  convenient  guide  and 
tutor. 

I,  for  one,  am  glad  that  the  Friedbergs  decided  to  publish  and  issue 
the  "brown"  book  (which  is  now  light  tan,  by  the  way).  They  are  also 
planning  to  issue  Current  Coins  of  the  World  sometime  this  year.  What 
an  opportunity  to  increase  the  number  of  world  coin  collectors! 

The  Krause  Standard  Catalog  overwhelms  whereas  the  Yeoman  instructs; 
Krause  is  ordered  in  a manner  "as  US  coins..."  are  collected;  Yeoman 
is  organized  historically  and  within  context  of  each  of  the  issues; 
Krause  devotes  an  inordinate  amount  of  space  to  text  (especially  US 
and  Canada);  Yeoman  presents  issues  as  they  were  meant  to  be  so  that 
a collector  can  organize  a collection  in  a meaningful  manner. 

The  Krause  catalogs  serve  a purpose  without  a doubt.  After  all,  the 
annual  arguments  over  pricing  or  political  subordination  never  occured 
when  we  only  had  the  Yeoman  books.  The  only  "discussions"  were  when 
a series  had  to  be  renumbered  because  new  information  required  it. 
Miniscule  varieties  and  spurious  pricing  is  best  left  to  the  Krause 
group,  who  is  obviously  taking  charge  of  the  numismatic  literature 
market.  There  is  nothing  wrong  with  the  Krause  approach  but  I also 
feel  that  there  is  a need  for  a general  purpose  catalog  like  the 
Yeoman.  I think,  however,  that  the  Friedbergs  may  be  too  late  with 
the  reissues. 

The  new  edition  of  the  Yeoman  book  is  a "must  have"  for  anyone  who  is 
the  least  bit  interested  in  assemblying  a generalized  collection, 
especially  the  new  world  collector.  The  advantages  are  the  book's 
compact  size  and,  new  for  this  edition,  pricing  in  three  grades.  This 
should  be  enough  for  most  world  collectors.  (An  interesting  error  on 
the  part  of  the  editor  appears  on  page  6 where  it  says  that  the  pricing 
is  for  VF  unless  otherwise  stated!)  Also,  and  important  to  many  col- 
lectors, the  book  is  organized  in  alphabetic  sequence  so  the  collector 
isn't  burdened  with  trying  to  remember  country  name  changes  or  politi- 
cal subdivisions. 

I don't  know  what  it  will  take  to  make  these  books  successful  competi- 
tors to  the  Standard  Catalog  but  I wish  them  well  and  hope  that  the 
Yeoman  catalogs  will  continue  to  be  published  for  a long  time.

1892-1902  Korean  1/4  Yang  coins  explained 

In  answer  to  Mr.  DeMarais* 1  query  in  the  March  1983  NI  BULLETIN  (p.69), 
the  denomination  shown  on  the  1/4  yang  is  "two  chon  five  fun"  which 
means  2.5  chon  or  "25  fun"  ("25  cents");  in  other  words,  1/4  of  a dol- 
lar (yang).  Actually,  the  yang  is  the  same  as  the  Chinese  liang  (tael), 
so  more  accurately  1/4  tael  (10  chon  = 1 yang;  in  Chinese,  chon  = 
ch'ien;  10  ch'ien  = 1 liang  or  tael).  The  weights  of  the  Chinese  and 
Korean  taels  are  not  the  same.  In  China  it's  about  37gm.  but  the 
Korean  1 yang  weighs  only  5.2gm.  The  word  "chon"  is  abbreviated  on 
the  1/4  yang  coins  (Y6  & YB10). 

1892-1902  System:  100  Fun  = (10  Chon)  = 1 Yang 

5 Yang  = 1 Warn/Whan/Won 
(50  Chon  = 1 Warn,  etc.) 

Though  the  English  spelling  is  different,  the  word  (in  Chinese  or 
Korean)  is  the  same  and  the  weights  of  all  three  are  the  same  - about 
27gm.  - which  is  roughly  the  weight  of  a Mexican  8 reales/peso,  of  a 
Chinese  dollar  (yuan),  of  a Japanese  yen,  or  a U.S.  dollar.  However, 
during  1902-1910  100  Chon  = 1 Warn,  etc.  Because  the  value  of  the 
chon  changed,  fun  and  yang  coins  could  not  be  issued  after  1902

Cites  error  in  review  of  THE  BROTHERHOOD  OF  MONEY 

I was  tickled  to  read,  in  the  review  for  The  Brotherhood  of  Money,  the 
statement  that  the  security  printers  turn  out  55-60  million  securities 
annually.  That  figure  should  be  55-60  billion ; the  original  error  was 
on  the  dust  jacket  of  the  book,  which  may  be  where  Granvyl  found  it. 

Most  of  the  original  dust  jackets  had  a correction  tape  applied  to  that 
line  of  the  jacket  text.  I know;  I spent  several  hours  at  the  New 
Orleans  ANA  sticking  corrections  onto  jackets  of  books  we  were  selling 
there.  I believe  the  dust  jacket  was  later  reprinted  correctly.  (There 
was  another,  more  significant  error  on  the  jacket,  concerning  a certain 
firm  that  went  out  of  business  and  was  incorrectly  named  on  the  origin- 
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ally-printed  jackets.  It  was  that  error  that  was  the  real  reason  for 
bothering  to  correct  the  jackets  at  all.)

Member  gives  details  on  Minting  of  Fouree  Coins 

Dear  Mr.  Kreloff. 

I believe  what  you  have  described  in  (your  article  "A  Contemporary  For- 
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qery(?)  of  a Henry  II  Gros")  in  the  March  1984  NJ  Bulletin  is  called 
a "fourr£e11  A "fourrde"  i s a plated  coin  produced  by  the  official  mint. 
This  type  of  “Official  Counterfeit"  has  been  known  from  ancient  times. 
William  Campbell  in  his  excellent  book  “Greek  And  Roman  Plated  Coins," 
ANS  Notes  and  Monographs  No.  57,  describes  his  research  into  ancient 
plated  coins  and  explains  how  they  were  made. 

The  ancient  mints  used  varieties  of  what  is  now  called  the  "Sheffield 
Plate"  method  of  making  their  blank  planchettes.  They  also  usually 
used  copper  for  their  core  material.  The  medieval  mints  when  dealing 
with  much  thinner  coins  had  to  resort  to  somewhat  different  manufactur- 
ing methods  however.  First,  the  core  had  to  be  harder  than  copper,  so 
an  inexpensive  alloy  was  found.  Second,  a method  of  applying  a thinner 
coat  of  silver  was  needed.  This  was  accomplished  by  using  a silver- 
copper  alloy,  which  was  finely  ground  or  powdered  and  a suitable  flux 
(resulted).  The  thin  core  material  was  cut  to  size,  dipped  in  the  flux 
or  amalgamated  with  mercury,  then  dipped  in  the  powdered  silver  alloy 
and  heated  in  an  oven  until  the  silver  alloy  melted  and  ran  to  form 
a thin  continuous  but  irregular  coating.  These  blanks  were  then  struck 
into  coins  using  the  regular  official  mint  dies. 

The  authorities  in  the  mints  produced  this  type  of  counterfeit  as  a form 
of  taxation  for  making  coins.  The  ancient  coins  were  to  have  full  value 
of  metal  in  each  coin.  So  if  one  fourrge  were  produced  for  each  fifty 
or  so  full  value  coins,  the  mint  would  be  self-sustaining  on  the  pre- 
cious metals  saved  by  the  fourrge  coins.  Once  the  false  coin  was  dis- 
covered, the  holder  of  the  false  coin  would  be  out  the  money.  Thus  the 
smart  man  in  ancient  times  would  cut  or  scratch  the  new  looking  coin  to 
see  if  it  were  plated  before  he  took  it.  Today  we  find  many  of  these 
ancient  coins  with  "text  cuts,"  some  are  cut  almost  in  half. 

I have  a small  collection  of  Greek  and  Roman  plated  coins  and  several 
with  test  cuts.  I also  have  a large  number  of  medieval  "fourr£e" 
coins,  most  of  which  I received  by  chance  in  a hoard  of  over  seven-hun- 
dred silver  pieces  all  of  the  same  type  that  were  found  together.  I am 
now  in  the  process  of  checking  die-links  between  the  good  coins  and  the 
fourr£e  coins  from  his  hoard. 

I myself  prefer  these  "Official  Counterfeit"  coins  as  they  have  more  of 
a history  and  more  character  and  in  truth  are  much  rarer  than  a similar 
full  weight  coin.  The  fact  that  they  are  usually  less  expensive  may 
also  add  to  their  allure  for  me,  even  though  they  are  not  as  pleasing 
to  look  at  as  the  "Good"  coins.

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COLLECTING  ENGLISH  HALFCROWNS

During  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIII,  in  the  first  half  of  the  16th 
century,  a new  coin  denomination  was  introduced  in  England.  This 
was  the  halfcrown,  a small  gold  coin.  During  the  short  reign  of 
Henry's  only  son,  Edward  VI,  this  denomination  however  was  not  only 
struck  in  gold,  but  also,  as  a larger  coin  in  silver.  Soon  after

Edward's  death  his  half-sister  Mary  came  to  the  throne  and  neither 
during  her  reign  nor  her  joint-reign  with  her  husband  Philip  were 
any  half  crowns  struck.  However,  the  next  English  monarch,  Elizabeth 
I,  revived  this  denomination,  and  during  her  lifetime  as  well  as  that

of  her  successor,  James  I,  both  gold  and  silver  halfcrowns  were  once 
again  put  into  circulation.  But  with  James  I the  issue  of  gold  half- 
crowns  died.  From  then  onwards  and  for  the  next  300  years  and  more, 
this  denomination  was  only  struck  in  silver. 

Thus,  gold  halfcrowns  were  only  issued  under  Henry  VIII,  Edward  VI, 
Elizabeth  I and  James  I. 

So  far, all  coins  of  the  English  realm  had  been  hand-hammered,  this 
being  the  only  then  known  method  of  producing  coins.  In  the  year 
1561,  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  a French  engraver  by 
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the  name  of  Eloye  Mestrelle  was  engaged  by  the  London  Tower  Mint.  It 
was  he  who,  for  the  first  time,  tried  out  a new  process  of  making  coins 
by  way  of  a screw  press  and  other  machinery  powered  by  a horse  drawn 
mill.  Hence,  these  coins  as  well  as  those  manufactured  subsequently 
by  improved  mechanical  means  became  known  as  "milled".  Unfortunately, 
Mestrelle  failed  to  convince  the  authorities  that  his  new  method  was 
superior  to  that  of  hand-striking.  The  Mint  reverted  to  turning  out 
its  coins  in  the  old  way  and  continued  doing  so  for  approximately  the 
next  100  years,  although  during  the  1630's  further  experiments  to 
produce  coins  by  machinery  had  been  carried  out  by  another  Frenchman, 
Nicholas  Briot.  James  I was  succeeded  by  the  ill-fated  Charles  I. 
During  his  reign  a civil  war  broke  out  in  England,  which  led  to  the 
beheading  of  the  king.  Apart  from  the  regular  issues  of  halfcrowns, 
all  still  hand-hammered  and  now  only  struck  in  silver,  a great  variety 
of  obsidional  coins,  siege  pieces  cut  from  silver  plate,  were  put  into 
circulation.  To  build  up  a comprehensive  collection  of  all  the  types 
of  halfcrowns  issued  in  the  name  of  Charles  I is  a major  and  costly 
undertaking. 

After  the  execution  of  Charles  I,  the  Commonwealth  of  England  contin- 
ued with  the  hand-striking  of  its  coins.  However,  under  Oliver  Crom- 
well patterns  for  a new  milled  coinage  were  prepared.  Milled  Half- 
crowns,  completely  circular  and  beautifully  turned  out,  showing  to 
advantage  the  engraver's  art,  were  struck.  They  bore  the  dates  of 
1656  and  1658.  It  is  more  than  likely,  that  some  of  the  1656  half- 
crowns  actually  found  their  way  into  circulation.  This  is  borne  out 
by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  coins,  one  comes  across,  bearing  this 
date  show  signs  of  wear,  whereas  most  of  those  of  1658  are  in  uncir- 
culated condition. 

From  the  year  1662  onwards,  hand-hammering  as  a means  of  striking  coins 
was  finally  abandoned  in  favour  of  the  manufacture  of  coins  by  the 
improved  mill  and  screw  presses  of  John  Roettier  of  Antwerp.  Hence 
the  year  1662  marked  the  commencement  of  a new  era,  the  era  of  the 
English  milled  coinage. 

The  milled  halfcrowns  unlike  the  crown-sized  coins  were  neither  too 
large  nor  too  heavy  to  be  handled  comfortably.  For  this  and  other 
reasons  they  proved  to  be  very  popular,  so  much  so  that  they  were  is- 
sued during  all  the  reigns  from  Charles  II  right  up  to  Queen  Elizabeth 
II.  When  in  1971  the  British  £.s.d.  monetary  system  was  superseded  by 
the  decimal  one  in  use  today,  there  was  no  longer  a place  for  the  old 
halfcrown.  After  an  uninterrupted  life  of  some  400  years  this  denomi- 
nation was  discontinued. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  milled  coinage  all  the  larger  coins  in- 
cluding the  halfcrowns  were  provided  with  an  inscribed  edge  as  a pre- 
vention against  clipping.  This  inscription  read  decus  et  tutamen, 
the  Latin  for  decoration  and  protection,  stating  also  the  regnal  year 
of  the  monarch.  This  continued  until  the  reign  of  George  IV,  where- 
after the  edge  of  the  halfcrowns  was  merely  grained  and  no  longer 
inscri bed. 

Many  of  the  milled  halfcrowns  issued  by  Charles  II  and  his  successors 
up  to  and  including  George  I showed  a mark  of  provenance  on  either  the 
obverse  or  reverse.  Thus,  we  find  an  elephant  or  elephant  and  castle 
(howdah),  implying  that  the  silver  for  this  coin  emanated  from  the 
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Africa  Company.  Likewise,  a plume  or  plumes  indicated  that  the  coin 
metal  came  from  Welsh  mines.  Roses  and  plumes  in  the  angles  of  the 
reverse  implied  that  the  silver  was  supplied  by  the  "Company  for  smel- 
ting down  lead  with  pitcoale  and  seacoale",  whereas  roses  alone  sig- 
nified the  use  of  West  of  England  silver.  The  letters  SSC  appearing 
in  the  angles  of  some  of  the  half crowns  of  George  I indicated  that  the 
metal  was  obtained  from  the  South  Sea  Company  of  the  notorious  South 
Sea  Bubble  fame. 


William  III  Halfcrown,  Exeter  Mint 


Over  the  years  the  English  coinage  had  badly  deteriorated,  it  was 
decided  during  the  reign  of  William  III  to  withdraw  all  the  old  hand- 
hammered  coins  and  to  replace  them  with  milled  ones.  Hence  there  was 
a great  demand  for  new  coins,  and  during  this  reign  coins  were  not  only 
struck  at  the  Tower  Mint  in  London  but  exceptionally  also  at  five  pro- 
vincial mints.  An  initial  appearing  below  William's  but  on  the  ob- 
verse indicated  where  the  respective  coin  was  manufactured.  The  letter 
"B"  stood  for  Bristol,  "C"  for  Chester,  "E"  for  Exeter,  "N"  for  Nor- 
wich and  "Y1,  or  "y"  for  York.  Coins  not  bearing  an  initial  were 
struck  at  London. 

However,  the  letter  "E"  situated  in  the  same  position  on  some  half- 
crowns  of  Queen  Anne,  who  succeeded  William  III  to  the  throne,  must 
not  be  confused  with  the  "E"  for  Exeter  on  some  of  the  coins  of  Wil- 
liam. When  in  the  year  1707  the  kingdoms  of  England  and  Scotland  were 
united  into  one  realm,  some  coins  displaying  the  dates  1707,  1708  and 
1709  were  struck  at  Edinburgh  in  Scotland,  and  these  were  marked  with 
the  letter  "E". 

Certain  commemorative  events  have  left  their  mark  on  yet  other  coins. 
Thus  we  find  the  word  "VIGO"  below  the  bust  of  some  halfcrowns  of 
Queen  Anne.  This  served  as  an  indication  that  the  coins  in  question 
were  made  from  bullion  captured  by  Admiral  Rooke  from  Spanish  gal- 
leons at  Vigo.  Similarly,  the  word  "LIMA"  on  halfcrowns  of  Georae  II 
declared  to  the  world,  that  the  metal  for  these  pieces  came  from 
Spanish  South  American  silver  seized  by  Admiral  Anson. 

Until  the  reign  of  King  George  V all  milled  halfcrowns  were  struck  in 
standard  silver  (.925).  In  the  year  1920  the  silver  content  was  re- 
duced to  50%,  and  in  1947,  during  the  reign  of  King  George  VI,  silver 
coins  for  circulation  were  done  away  with  and  gradually  replaced  wrch 
coins  of  the  same  size  and  weight  but  made  of  cupro-ni ckel . 
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One  of  Victoria  ' s

During  practically  all  reigns  design  changes  took  place  in  regard  to 
the  obverse  as  well  as  the  reverse  of  the  coins.  To  build  up  even  a 
type  collection  of  these  English  halfcrowns  may  not  be  an  easy  matter, 
as  many  types  are  involved.  Some  of  these  are  relatively  common, 
hence  readily  available,  others  are  more  difficult  to  find  and  others 
yet  are  rare,  and  do  not  often  come  on  the  market.  However,  it  should 
be  great  fun,  and  certainly  most  interesting,  to  assemble  such  a col- 
lection of  these  fascinating  pieces  of  the  past.

TOKENS  AROUND  US:  EL  SALVADOR

The  Araujo  family  operated  a number  of  coffee  fincas  in  several  depart- 
ments of  El  Salvador  including  La  Libertad,  Usulutan  and  Sonsonate. 

The  latter  is  the  source  of  provenance  of  this  Eight  (Real)  token. 

This  Hacienda  El  Sunza  piece  bears  a date  of  1928.  Some  eight  years 
prior  the  El  Salvador  Congress  passed  a law  prohibiting  the  use  of 
tokens  to  pay  hacienda  workers.  Ulloa  states,  however,  that  the  law 
was  not  much  enforced  due  mainly  to  the  shortage  of  government  coins, 
and  such  tokens  apparently  circulated  well  into  the  mid-1930's.  Shop- 
keepers readily  accepted  these  "coins"  and  later  exchanged  them  for 
cash  at  the  haciendas. 


This  token  is  brass,  34mm.  in  diameter  and  was  probably  made  in  the 
United  States.  Ulloa  lists  this  as  #A17.6.  (Source:  Roberto  Ulloa

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THE  COINAGE  OF  BRUNEI

It  was  during  the  latter  part  of  the  A.D.  1300's  that  the  Sultanate 
of  Brunei  was  established.  It  was  made  a dependency  of  the  Javanese 
empire.  With  the  spread  of  the  Islamic  religion  in  the  1400's,  Brunei 
became  a Muslim  state.  By  the  1500' s,  the  sultanate  had  taken  over 
most  of  the  Inland  of  Borneo,  as  well  as  some  parts  of  the  Philippine 
Islands.  In  the  1700 ' s , Brunei's  influence  began  to  decline  because 
of  a weak  ruler.  The  Malayian  inhabitants  revolted,  but  in  1841,  James 
Brooke  interceded.  As  a reward,  the  Sultan  of  Brunei  granted  the  ter- 
ritory of  Sarawak  to  Brooke. 


Research  indicates  that  the  earliest  Brunei  coinage  was  put  into  cir- 
culation around  the  18th  century,  and  were  coins  of  tin,  lead  or  tin 
alloy  called  "pitis"  or  "cash".  Some  types  had  various  animals,  with 
an  Arabic  inscription,  such  as  "Sultan  A1  Adi  1 , Malik  A1  Thahir"  (The 
Just  Sultan,  the  Acknowledged  Ruler).  At  least  nineteen  different 
types  are  known,  and  are  priced  from  a few  hundred  dollars  each,  to 
the  very  scarce  or  rare  with  prices  in  the  thousands  of  dollars. 


In  1967,  the  Bri ti sh-protected  independent  Sultanate  of  Brunei  issued 
a set  of  five  coins,  ending  a numismatic  drought  that  had  lasted  80 
years.  Previous  to  this  emission,  Brunei's  entire  modern  coinage  con- 
sisted of  a lonely,  solitary  coin  of  the  cent  denomination.  The  coin 
was  minted  at  the  Heaton  Mint  in  Birmingham,  England,  in  1887.  And 
Joseph  Moore,  of  Birmingham,  was  the  engraver,  and  records  show  that 
one  million  pieces  were  struck. 


The  obverse  of  the  coin  has  an  inner  circle  with  a large  numeral  "1" 
in  the  center.  Around  the  outer  edge  of  the  coin  is  the  name  of  the 
country:  Sultanate  of  Brunei.  Below  appears  the  Hegira  era  date  1304 
- in  western  numerals.  They  were  issued  by  Sultan  Hashim  Jelal. 

The  reverse  has  a large  five-pointed  star  in  an  inner  circle,  surroun- 
ded by  the  legend  in  Malay-Persian:  "Belanjah  Perentah  Brunei,  Satu 
Sin,  Sanet  1304"-  which  literally  translates  to  "Brunei  Financial 
Administration,  One  Cent,  Year  1304  A.H." 

The  edge  is  plain,  but  has  an  outer  toothed  border  on  both  the  obverse 
and  reverse.  Exact  metallic  content  is  not  known,  since  it  has  been 
described  as  both  copper  and  bronze  by  various  experts.  Major  Prid- 
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more  terms  the  coin  as  copper.  Richard  Yeoman  calls  it  bronze  ( Y - 1 ) . 

The  coin  measures  29mm.  in  diameter  and  weighs  9.33  grams. 

Priov'  to  1967,  this  coin  was  a must  for  all  coin  collectors  seeking  to 
obtain  one  coin  from  each  country.  It  was  practically  impossible  to 
find  a specimen  suitable  for  exhibit.  The  run  of  these  coins  is  from 
Good  to  Fine  condition.  To  make  matters  worse,  the  large  figure  "1" 
in  the  center,  was  poorly  struck,  leaving  a hollow  center  on  almost  all 
of  the  coins. 

Proof  specimens  of  this  coin  are  known,  and  were  probably  used  as  pre- 
sentation pieces.  A coin  with  a well-struck  center,  or  without  deep 
rim-nicks,  or  in  Extra  Fine  or  better  condition,  is  a rarity.  The 
Brunei  cent  of  1887  was  more  of  a political  item  than  a trade  coin,  in- 
stigated by  the  British. 

The  Brunei  cent  of  1887  is  fairly  expensive.  The  first  listing  by 
Richard  S.  Yeoman,  in  his  2nd  edition  of  a Catalog  of  Modem  World  Coins, 
valued  the  piece  at  50  cents.  His  9th  edition  listed  the  coin  at  $10 
in  Fine  condition.  The  1974  edition  of  Krause/Mi  shier 1 s Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins  showed  the  valuation  at  $3  in  Very  Good;  $10  in 
Very  Fine  and  $30  in  Uncirculated;  and  the  1981  edition  indicates  $20 
in  VF  and  $60  in  Uncirculated. 

In  addition  to  the  Brunei  coin  circulating,  coinage  of  Sarawak,  Straits 
Settlements,  Malaysia  and  British  North  Borneo  also  have  circulated  in 
Brunei . 

The  history  and  the  geographical  position  of  Brunei  are  most  interesting. 
A Sultanate.,  it  is  situated  in  northeast  Borneo,  and  consists  of  two 
separate  geographical  areas.  Each  area  fronts  on  the  South  China  Sea, 
and  they  are  otherwise  surrounded  by  Sarawak.  The  state  consists  of 
2,226  square  miles  with  144,000  inhabitants.  The  population  is  made  up 
mostly  of  Malaysians,  Borneans  and  Chinese.  The  country  contains  some 
of  the  largest" oi 1 fields  in  the  British  Commonwealth.  In  the  capital. 
Bandar  Seri  Begawan  (formerly  Brunei  until  1970),  lives  70,000  people. 

The  nation  enacts  its  own  laws,  but  Britain  is  responsible  for  its 
Foreign  Affairs  thru  its  High  Commissioner  in  Brunei.  The  country  is 
also  called  NEGERI  BRUNEI. 

Ferdinand  Magellan  first  visited  Brunei  in  1521.  Spaniards  captured  the 
capital  and  nearby  islands.  In  1840,  the  British  navy  subdued  the  pi- 
rates in  an  effort  to  protect  shipping.  In  1888,  a treaty  was  concluded 
placing  Brunei  under  British  protection.  In  World  War  II,  the  Japanese 
captured  Brunei  to  gain  control  of  the  rich  oil  fields. 


1967  - Sir  Omar  Ali  Saifuddin  coinage 
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In  1967,  Sultan  Sir  Omar  A1 i Saifuddin  was  honored  with  his  portrait  on 
Brunei's  new  coinage  - the  first  in  80  years.  Included  in  the  five-coin 
set  was  a bronze  1 sen  piece,  and  cupronickel  5,  10,  20  and  50  Sen. 

Sultan  Saifuddin  abdicated  on  October  4 1967,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
son,  Hassanal  Bolkiah  I.  In  1968  a new  bronze  1 sen  and  cupronickel 
5,  10,  20  and  50  sen  were  issued  with  the  bust  of  Sultan  Bolkiah  on 
the  obverse,  with  the  legend  on  reverse  showing  the  name  of  the  country, 
the  date  and  the  value. 


In  1970,  a cupronickel  One  Dollar  ( Y - 12 ) was  minted  in  Proof  condition 
only.  It  is  33  mm.  in  diameter,  featuring  the  Sultan's  portrait  in  the 
center  with  his  name  around  the  outer  perimeter.  The  reverse  has  an 
old-type  cannon  in  the  center,  with  the  date  above  and  "$1"  below. 
Around  the  outer  edge  is  the  inscription  KERAJAAN  BRUNEI  SATU  RINGGIT 
- ONE  DOLLAR. 

Brunei  has  been  issuing  a five-coin  set  since  1967,  except  for  1969, 
1972  and  1975.  A variety  of  the  1970  Proof  Dollar  (Ringgit)  was  issued 
in  1979,  without  the  numeral  "1"  on  the  reverse  side.  In  1977,  Brunei 
issued  a .925  sterling  silver  $10  crown  ( Y - 1 3 ) in  Proof  only.  A .917 
Gold  $1000  crown  (Y-15)  was  issued  only  in  Proof  in  1978.  The  silver 
crown  is  valued  at  around  $50  while  the  gold  crown  sells  for  $1500. 


Krause/Mishler's  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins,  1981  edition,  page  210, 
shows  a tin  1/2  Pitis  (KM#20),  24  mm.  dated  AH  1285  (AD  1868/9)  and  a 
tin  1 Pitis  (KM#21),  30  mm.  of  the  same  date.  The  former  is  valued  at 
$70  in  EF,  and  the  latter  selling  for  $50  in  the  same  grade.  However, 
these  coins  were  easily  counterfeited  and  withdrawn  from  circulation. 
Apparently  the  two  pitis  coins  were  issued  during  the  reign  of  Sultan 
Abdul  Mumin  (AD  1852-1885). 

Sultan  Sir  Omar  Ali  Saifuddin  issued  currency  in  1967  in  denominations 
of  1,5,10,50  and  100  dollars.  All  are  expensive  in  Crisp  Uncirculated 
condition.  In  1972,  Sultan  Hassanal  Bolkiah  issued  paper  money  in  1 - 
50  and  100  dollars  denominations,  which  are  also  quite  expensive. 

Today,  it  is  possible  for  a collector  to  obtain  a specimen  of  a coin, 
and  even  a complete  set  of  Brunei  coinage  at  reasonable  cost.

TOKENS  AROUND  US:  MEXICO

The  Quintera  Mining  Company,  Limited,  ran  copper  and  silver  extraction 
sites  at  Aduana  in  the  southern  tip  of  the  State  of  Sonora.  The  mine 
area  is  about  six  kilometers  west  of  the  old  Colonial  center  of  Alamos, 
well-known  to  to  numismatists  for  its  mint.  The  mines  were  named  after 
a workman,  Quintero,  who  located  the  site  during  the  colonial  era. 

They  operated  irregularly  from  then  through  the  first  decade  of  the 
20th  century.  Besides  this  octagonal  brass  100  (Centavos)  piece,  there 
exist  at  least  the  5,  10  and  25  (Centavos)  tokens.  All  are  often  found 
countermarked  with  a small  bovine  head,  and  were  probably  used  as  metal 
scrip  to  pay  worker's  salaries. 

The  maker's  sianature  is  that  of  Lionel  H.  Moise  of  San  Francisco.  He, 
along  with  C.A.  Klinkner,  the  earlier  owner  of  the  same  business,  made 
a larae  percentage  of  tokens  for  businesses  in  the  Western  United  States, 
Mexico  and  as  far  South  as  Guatemala  and  El  Salvador.  Klinkner  and 
Moise  did  business  in  the  last  two  decades  of  the  19th  Century  through 
the  1920' s when  Moise  sold  the  business  to  Patrick  and  Company.  The 
later  company  still  operates  on  Market  Street  in  that  city.  (Sources.

The  story  of  the  Gortz  Dalers  begins  with  John  Law.  Law  was  an  im- 
portant and  influential  Scottish  economist  and  banker  who  controlled 
much  of  French  finances  at  the  time  these  tokens  were  issued.  Law 
sincerely  believed  his  economic  ideas  would  work,  but  instead  brought 
ruin  upon  those  nations  who  adopted  them. 


'The  workings  of  trade,"  Law  wrote,  "revolve  wholly  about  money.  The 
more  you  have,  the  more  people  you  can  keep  employed.  Credit  will 
take  the  place  of  money  and  will  have  the  same  results." 

In  other  words,  if  you  have  little  or  no  resources,  you  can  (supposedly) 
create  them  out  of  thin  air  by  simply  turning  on  the  printing  press 
and  spending  yourself  rich.  (Sound  familiar?)

In  the  early  1700s,  Sweden  was  at 
war  with  Denmark,  Poland  and  Rus- 
sia. The  Swedish  king  easily  de- 
feated the  first  two,  but  Russia  was 
another  matter.  During  most  of  the 
Great  Northern  War  (1702-21)  with 
Tsar  Peter  I (the  Great),  the  king 
of  Sweden  was  Charles  XII  (died  in 
1718). 

Charles  was  defeated  by  the  Russian 
forces  and  fled  to  Turkey.  He  re- 
turned in  1715  in  an  effort  to  re- 
he  met  Baron  Gortz. 


Gortz  was  a German  follower  of  John  Law.  Fighting  wars  is  an  expen- 
sive undertaking  and  so  the  idea  of  "creatinn"  money  quite  naturally 
held  its  own  attraction  for  the  king.  Charles  XII  liked  Gortz' s 
ideas  for  filling  the  royal  coffers  and  made  Gortz  his  chief  minister. 

Essentially,  the  scheme  was  to  issue  fiat  money  - money  which  has  no 
intrinsic  value  except  that  which  it  is  decreed  to  have  by  law.  The 
Swedish  Daler  was  a heavy  coin  made  of  good  silver.  However,  silver 
is  a lot  more  expensive  than  copper  (which  Sweden  had  in  abundance). 
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So  the  idea  was  to  make  small  copper  "dalers"  using  much  smaller 
amounts  of  much  cheaper  copper.  These  tokens  were  then  placed  into 
circulation  as  legal  tender  at  par  with  the  silver  daler. 

Naturally,  Gresham's  Law  ("Bad  money  drives  cut  good  money")  went  into 
effect  and  coins  containing  gold  or  silver  quickly  disappeared  from 
circulation  and  were  hoarded.  The  resulting  price  inflation  created 
chaos  within  the  country.  Gortz 1 s schemes  were  as  disastrous  for 
Sweden  as  John  Law's  activities  with  the  Mississippi  Company  were 
for  France. 

After  the  death  of  his  protector  (Charles  XII)  in  1718,  Gortz  was 
charged  with  treason  and  hung.  John  Law  left  France  secretly  after 
the  Mississippi  Company  collapsed  and  died  poor  and  forciotten  in 
Venice. 


The  Gortz  Dalers  were  produced  between  1715  and  1719  and  10  types 
are  known.  The  reverse  of  these  ill-fated  tokens  reads  "1/DALER/ 

S.M."  which  means  "1  Daler  in  silver  coin".  The  obverse  shows  al- 
ligorical  figures  such  as  "Reason  and  Arms"  or  "Public  Faith"  (il- 
lustrated above).  They  are  often  found  flatly  struck,  which  is 
probably  due  to  the  need  to  create  lots  of  "money"  quickly  and 
esthetical  considerations  were  not  a priority.

About  those  Coimterstamps 

THE  FLEUR-DE-LIS  MARK  AND  OTHER  FRENCH  COUNTERMARKS

There  are  few  counterstamps  that  have  been  as  often  mi  si denti f ied  as 
the  "lis  in  an  oval  of  dots."  It  has  been  called  a mark  of  Strass- 
bourg,  an  emergency  issue  of  the  Siege  of  Aardenhout  by  the  French  in 
1672,  a colonial  issue  of  one  of  several  French  colonies,  and  a stamp 
of  France  itself  of  various  dates,  including  the  correct  one. 

Yet  the  full  background  information  of  this  counterstamp  was  given  in 
the  Revue  Numismatique,  IV.  21  of  July  1918.  Unfortunately  it  was 
published  in  French  during  the  last  months  of  the  First  World  War, 
and  did  not  get  the  attention  that  it  deserved. 

In  May  1636  King  Louis  XIII  of  France  raised  the  value  of  the  quarter 
ecu  to  20  sols.  In  doing  so  he  probably  only  formalized  the  prevailing 
but  unofficial  rating.  Many  people  expected  that  the  higher  valuations 
would  soon  also  apply  to  the  douzains,  at  present  worth  12  deniers 
(1  sol),  and  the  pieces  of  15  deniers  and  of  2 sols  6 deniers.  They 
started  to  hoard  these  coins  to  the  detriment  of  commerce.  Few  pieces 
remained  in  circulation  and  many  inferior  foreign  coins  started  to 
flood  the  country. 

To  put  an  end  to  these  abuses  and  the  related  speculations  the  King 
in  June  1640  ordered  that  the  value  of  the  douzains  would  be  raised 
to  15  deniers;  of  the  old  15  deniers  to  18  d. , and  of  the  pieces  of 
2 sols  6 deniers  to  3 sols.  To  prevent  the  speculators  from  getting 
all  the  gains,  and  because  he  himself  always  could  use  more  money  he 
came  up  with  an  ingenious  scheme.  Only  coins  counterstamped  with  a 
a small  fleur-de-lis  would  increase  in  value  and  at  the  time  of  stam- 
ping two  of  each  three  deniers  difference  in  rating  should  be  paid 
to  the  royal  treasury.  To  make  forgery  more  difficult  only  the  En- 
graver General  of  the  mint  was  authorized  to  move  dies  for  the  stamp. 

In  the  Cour  de  Mcnnaies,  the  Currency  Board,  a new  office  was  created, 
that  of  "Controller  General  of  small  billon  and  copper  coins"  whose 
first  task  would  be  to  see  to  it  that  the  punches  were  delivered  to 
the  mints  and  to  supervise  the  whole  operation. 

Louis  XIII  did  not  yet  have  that  absolute  power  that  his  son  Louis  XIV 
would  enjoy  during  most  of  his  reign.  The  Cour  des  Monnaies  refused 
to  register  the  king's  decree  and  without  registration  it  had  no 
validity.  Unfortunately  the  Cour  did  not  state  its  reasons.  On  being 
informed  of  this  Louis  XIII  sent  on  June  28  a Lettre  de  Jussion  from 
Amiens  to  the  Cour  des  Monnaies.  This  was  equivalent  to  a royal  decree 
overriding  a veto.  And  two  days  later  the  King  sent  two  Councillors 
of  State  to  make  sure  the  decree  was  registered  this  time.  Because 
further  obstruction  obviously  was  leading  nowhere  the  Cour  des  Monnaies 
capitulated  and  registered  the  decree  on  July  6,  1640.  Copies  were 
then  sent  to  all  royal  mints  and  several  authorities  in  France. 

Only  the  coinspecies  mentioned  in  the  decree,  and  then  only  those 
minted  at  the  royal  mints  for  France,  Navarre,  Dauphin^  etc.  were  to 
be  counterstamped  (fig.  1,  douzain  aux  croissants  1551,  Rouen).  How-

ever,  illegal  profits  could  be  made  by  the  mint  officials  by  stamping 
the  right  kinds  of  coins  but  of  non-royal  mints  like  Avignon,  Orange 
and  for  Dombes,  or  pieces  of  various  sizes  and  different  values  un- 
named, domestic  or  foreign  (fig.  2,  patard  1615  of  the  Southern  Nether- 
lands). Even  pieces  of  copper,  iron  and  lead  have  apparently  been 
counterstamped.  Already  on  July  23  the  King  himself  had  to  give 
orders  to  crack  down  on  errant  mint  officials.  After  that  not  much 
was  heard  of  abuses.

For  the  douzains  or  sous  marques 
this  was  not  the  end  of  the 
story.  On  March  28,  1679  their 
value  was  again  reduced  to  12 
deniers.  In  October  1692  it  was 
decreed  that  they  be  recoined 
and  revalued  at  15  deniers.  But 
many  must  have  remained  in  cir- 
culation without  recoining  as 
many  pieces  are  known,  several 


After  all  this  it  must  now  be  understandable  why  I was  doubtful  about 
the  accuracy  of  the  following  description  in  an  auction  catalog:  bil- 

lon 15  deniers  1692-E.  Ciani  3273  c/s  ' 1 i s ' AO  date  is  clear."  When 


I became  the  successful  bidder  my  suspicions  were  confirmed  but  the 
coin  did  turn  out  to  be  quite  interesting.  Little  was  left  of  the 
design  of  the  orininal  coin,  but  I recognized  one  particular  blob  as 
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a papal  tiara.  That  pointed  to  a coin  of  Avignon,  illegally  counter- 
stamped  in  1640.  The  coin  turned  out  to  have  started  as  a douzain 
or  carlino  of  Pope  Clement  VIII  (1592-1605).  My  reconstruction  of  the 
history  of  this  particular  piece  is  shown  in  the  next  three  figures 
(figs.  3,4  & 5,  on  previous  page).  Only  the  original  date  could  be 
a year  off. 

Because  the  fleur-de-lis  mark  is  so  clearly  visible  on  this  piece 
I have  often  been  asked  why  I am  so  sure  that  it  was  applied  in  1640 
and  not  after  1692.  On  fig.  1 and  fig.  2 it  can  be  seen  that  the  coins 
show  a bulge  where  they  were  struck  with  the  punch.  This  is  generally 
the  case  where  a fairly  thin  coin  is  counterstruck.  When  such  a piece 
is  used  as  a blank  for  overstriking  as  a new  coin  the  countermark  may 
still  be  seen  plainly  but  the  bulge  is  flattened  out. 

If  overstriking  a coin  like  this  is  considered  the  ultimate  form  of 
counterstamping  the  specialist  can  collect  most  silver  coins  of  the 
last  decades  of  Louis  XIV  and  the  first  of  Louis  XV.  Nearly  all  of 
these  were  overstruck  on  previous  issues  as  the  king  received  income 
from  each  new  issue. 

The  only  other  official  French  counterstamps 
that  I know  of  were  applied  in  the  year  5 
of  the  Republic  (1796).  In  that  year  it  was 
decided  to  strike  copper  coins  on  a much 
heavier  standard  than  before.  New  5 centimes 
coins  were  overstruck  on  old  d£cimes  (10  cen- 
times pieces),  and  on  old  decimes  the  '2'  and 
'S'  of  the  value  were  scratched  out  and  the 
word  ’UN"  punched  over  the  '2'.

I recently  acquired  an  uncatalogued  type  of  Burundi.  It  is  an  aluminum 
5-franc  piece  dated  1976.  The  coin  has  a diameter  of  25  millimeters 
and  a reeded  edge.  The  obverse  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  1 -franc  coin 
dated  1976  (Y-4)  except  that  it  has  two  lines  of  inscriptions  around 
the  central  device.  The  inscriptions  are  the  same  as  those  on  the  ob- 
verse of  Y-A2.  The  reverse  is  like  that  of  Y-4  except  that  the  value 
consists  of  a large  number  "5"  with  the  words  "francs"  and  "amafranga" 
below.

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A HEBREW  MEDAL  FOR  CZAR  PETER  THE  GREAT

During  the  time  of  the  Great  Northern  War  Swedish  troops  burnt  the 
city  of  Altona  to  the  ground.  When  word  of  this  reached  Peter  the 
Great  he  led  his  Russian  Army  to  Hamburg,  where  a council  of  war  was 
held  and  it  was  decided  to  join  the  Saxons  and  Danes  in  pursuit  of 
the  Swedes.  Peter  spent  January  3-5,  1713  in  Hamburg  before  setting 
off  for  Wandsbeck,  where  he  remained  until  January  9.  During  his 
stay  he  inspected  the  ruins  of  Altona  cm. 


Medal  Honoring  Peter  the  Great's  Hamburg  visit 


To  commemorate  Peter's  visit  during  the  Swedish  threat  a medal  was 
struck  by  the  city  of  Hamburg  in  his  honor  [23 . In  the  Smithsonian 
collection  there  are  two  examples,  one  bronze  and  the  other  white 
metal  [33.  They  are  both  35.5  mm  in  diameter.  The  copper  piece 
weighs  13.51  grams  and  the  white  metal  piece  14.47  grams.  Otherwise 
they  are  identical  except  for  a Hutten-Czapski  authenticatino  counter- 
stamp^e  ) at  seven  o'clock  on  the  obverse  of  the  white-metal  piece[U3. 

In  the  center  of  the  reverse  is  the  name  of  God  (JHVH)  in  Hebrew 
letters  surrounded  by  rays.  Above  it  is  Verse  4 of  Psalm  121  in 
Martin  Luther's  German  translation:  "Sihe  Der  Huter  ISRAEL  schiafet 

Noch  Schlummert  Nicht,"  which  is  rendered  in  the  Gideon  English  trans- 
lation as:  "Behold,  the  keeper  of  Israel  will  neither  slumber  nor 
sleep. "L53  In  the  bottom  segment  is  the  inscription:  "im  ersten  monat 
des  1713  jahrs,"  meaning  "in  the  first  month  of  1713."  On  the  obverse 
is  the  inscription:  "Hamburg  hat  itzt  den  Czarr/gesehen  und  4 Armeen 

vor/sich  stehen/zu  asch  auch  A1 tona/verwehen/man  las  es  wohl/zu  sinnen 
/gehen,"  meaning  "Hamburg  has  not  seen  the  Czar  and  four  armies  standing^ 
before  it,  also  Altona  blown  to  ashes.  One  should  reflect  well  on  this.' 

Curious  is  the  use  of  Hebrew  letters  on  a Protestant  German  medal 
honoring  an  Orthodox  Russian  Czar.  This  is  not  a Jewish  medal.  It  is 
rather  part  of  a Christian  tradition  begun  in  Northern  Europe  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Protestant  Reformation.  This  numismatic  use  of  the 
Hebrew  name  for  God  dll)1  (JHVH)  first  appears  in  Germany  and  especially 
in  Scandinavia  during  the  16th  century,  but  it  wa s not  limited  to 
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medals.  It  appears  also  on  the  Swedish  coinage  of  Charles  IX  and 
Gustavus  Adolphus  as  well  as  on  the  Danish  coinage  of  Christian  IV 
C 63.  Impressive  among  these  are  Christian  IV's  1644  gold  and  silver 
pieces  with  the  inscription

Christian  interest  in  Hebrew  arose  in  the  15th  Century  during  the 
Italian  Renaissance,  where  it  was  studied  as  a branch  of  humanism:8i. 
This  was,  in  fact,  the  very  context  in  which  the  modern  commemorative 
medal  itself  was  developed. 

John  Reuchlin  (1455-1522),  an  eminent  German  scholar  and  Catholic 
religious  philosopher,  visited  Italy  in  1490  where  Pico  introduced  him 
to  the  mysteries  of  the  Jewish  post-Biblical  mystical  work  called  the 
Cabala.  Reuchlin,  whose  philosophical  leanings  were  Pythagorean,  be- 
cause it  was  the  only  pre-Socratic  system  which  combined  philosophy 
and  religion,  was  immediately  attracted  by  the  Cabala3  a symbolic 
theology  in  which  the  letters  of  names,  especially  sacred  names,  not 
only  represent  what  they  refer  to  but  are  what  they  refer  to.  The  most 
sacred  name  was  the  Tetragrammaton'77tf ’(JHVH)  "Jenova,"  the  wonder- 
working word  uniting  the  infinite  God  with  the  finite  man.  The  Cabala 
then  elaborates  its  theology  through  a manipulation  of  the  Hebrew  let- 
ters which  spell  this  sacred  name  and  others.  Reuchlin,  following 
Pico's  interpretation  of  the  Cabala,  found  many  basic  Christian  truths 
within  it.  As  an  example,  they  derived  the  twelve  Hebrew  letters  which 
spell  the  names  of  the  three  persons  of  the  Holy  Trinity  from  the  Tetra 
gramma  ton /7J/P  (JHVH)C93. 

Inspired  by  his  interest  in  the  Cabala,  Reuchlin  went  on  to  introduce 
Hebrew  to  Renaissance  Germany,  publishing  the  first  Hebrew  grammar  in 
German.  More  important  were  his  many  pupils  who  learned  not  only 
scriptural  Hebrew  but  also  the  Hebrew-Aramaic  of  Cabalistic  texts. 
Reuchlin  lived  long  enough  to  see  the  beginnings  of  the  Protestant 
Reformation  with  its  great  emphasis  on  the  scriptures.  Carrying  on 
his  legacy,  they  established  a tradition  of  Hebrew  studies  in  Germany 
and  Switzerland  which  is  still  active  in  our  own  day.  Therefore,  it 
is  not  at  all  surprising  to  find  a talismanic  use  of  the  Tetragrammaton 
(JHVH)  on  a German  Protestant  medal  at  the  beginning  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury.

NORWAY,  NEW  10  KRONER  COIN 

John  DeMarais,  NI  ft 1539 , Lincoln,  Nebraska 

The  Norwegian  government  released  a thick  10-kroner  coin  into  circul- 
ation on  March  15,  1984.  The  new  piece  is  to  replace  10-kroner  bank- 
notes. The  round  coin  is  struck  in  pale  bronze,  is  24mm  in  diameter, 
about  2.8mm  thick,  smooth  edge  and  has  nine-sided  inner  rims.  The 
obverse  of  the  coin  bears  the  inscription  0LAV  V N0RGES  K0NGE  in 
raised  letters  on  the  normal  level  of  the  field.  The  head  of  the 
king  appears  in  relief  in  a large  central  depression.  The  reverse 
has  an  order  chain  in  relief  on  the  normal  level  of  the  field  with 
the  date  1983  below  and  mint  and  privy  marks  at  the  lower  sides.  The 
denomination,  expressed  as  10  K,  appears  in  incuse  letters  in  a small, 
deep  depression  in  the  center  of  the  order  chain.  The  coin  is  quite 
handsome.  The  subtle,  detailed  rendering  of  the  aging  king  is  espec- 
ially striking. 

The  new  coin  is  part  of  a modification  of  the  present  series  of  Nor- 
wegian coins.  On  January  1,  1984,  the  5 and  25  0re  coins  ceased  to 
be  legal  tender.  The  former  was  too  expensive  to  coin  and  served 
little  real  social  use;  the  25-0re  coin  would  be  a nuisance  without 
5-0re  pieces  and  was  therefore  demonetized.  The  coinage  now  consists 
of  pieces  for  10  and  50  0re,  and  1 , 5 and  10  kroner.  I would  like  to 
thank  Harald  Salvesen  (NI  #LM-62)  of  Drtfbak,  Norway  for  supplying  a 
specimen  for  description.

Seaby  Publications  releases  two  long  awai ted  references 

BRITISH  TOKENS  AND  THEIR  VALUES.  This  handy  little  book  is  a reprint 
of  the  original  1970  publication  with  updated  prices,  it  is  a very 
general  guide  and  is  of  limited  use  to  the  specialist  collector.  The 
updated  prices  show  just  how  dramatic  the  increase  in  interest  in  the 
British  token  series  has  been  in  the  last  fourteen  years.  Some  of  the 
seventeenth  century  pieces  that  were  priced  at  75p  are  now  catalogued 
at  £35,  and  a number  of  pieces  that  were  £4-£5  are  now  regarded  as  ex- 
tremely rare.  Unfortunately  a few  minor  errors  that  should  have  been 
notices  at  the  proof  reading  stage  have  not  been  corrected  and  a hand- 
ful of  pieces  are  still  catalogued  at  1970  prices.  However,  this 
useful  little  book  warrants  a place  on  any  collector's  bookshelf. 

COINS  OF  SCOTLAND  IRELAND  AND  THE  ISLANDS.  This  greatly  needed  work 
is  long  overdue,  it  is  hard  to  believe  but  it  is  twelve  years  since 
Seaby' s COINS  AND  TOKENS  OF  SCOTLAND  was  issued  and  fourteen  years 
since  COINS  AND  TOKENS  OF  IRELAND.  The  Scottish  section  of  this  new 
handy  one  volume  work  follows  the  layout  of  the  1972  book  but  the  il- 
lustrations have  been  improved  where  possible.  The  Irish  section  is 
simply  a reprint  of  the  1970  work  with  updated  prices.  It  is  nice  to 
see  that  the  early  pieces  are  now  priced  in  two  grades.  The  token 
sections  have  been  dropped  and  the  Irish  section  has  been  extended  to 
include  the  modern  issues.  The  section  covering  the  Islands  - Jersey, 
Guernsey,  Man  and  Lundy  - is  entirely  new  and  should  prove  most  useful. 
Once  again  the  most  striking  thing  to  the  casual  reader  is  the  dramatic 
movement  in  prices  since  the  issue  of  the  previous  Seaby  books  on 
Scottish  and  Irish  coins.  This  book  is  an  absolute  must  for  every 
collector  and  dealer.

DENMARK:  PROPOSED  NEW  COINAGE 

by  John  DeMarais , NI  #1539,  Lincoln,  Nebraska 

The  Danish  Royal  Mint  has  proposed  a new  series  of  coins  to  the  Finance 
Ministry.  The  new  coinage  would  consist  of  bronze  pieces  for  25  and 
50  0re,  cupro-nickel  pieces  for  1,  2 and  5 kroner,  and  brass-colored 
pieces  for  10  and  20  kroner.  The  50  0re,  2 kroner  and  20  kroner  coins 
are  not  part  of  the  present  series,  and  the  5 and  10  0re  coins  will  not 
be  part  of  the  new  series  though  they  are  part  of  the  current  one. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  the  proposed  changes.  The  current  5 and 
10  0re  coins  cost  too  much  to  produce.  The  current  10-kroner  and  1- 
krone  coins  are  confused  since  both  are  cupro-nickel  and  about  the 
same  diameter.  The  difference  in  thickness  and  edging  does  not  help 
distinguish  them  enough.  The  current  20-kroner  banknote  has  a life- 
time of  only  nine  months,  and  is  therefore  an  expensive  denomination 
to  issue  in  paper  form.  Finally,  the  present  coinage  is  too  bulky  and 
too  much  use  of  made  of  one  metal  - cupro-nickel.

A detailed  financial  study  of  Pakistan  from  the  immediate  post  in- 
dependence period  (1947)  through  about  1965.  The  work  is  extremely 
detailed  and  presupposes  that  the  reader  will  already  have  a basic 
knowledge  of  the  geographical  background,  vital  statistics,  and 
basic  structure  of  the  Pakistan  economy.  The  primary  focus  is  on 
the  commercial  and  financial  arrangements  in  both  their  external 
and  internal  aspects  and  their  relation  to  the  country's  pro- 
grammes of  economic  development.  The  two  detailed  chapters  on 
"Central  Banking"  and  "Commercial  Banking", each  well  over  20  pages 
long,  may  be  of  some  use  to  the  serious  numismatist  and/or  nota- 
phi le.

Illus- 
trations are  provided  for  the  majority  of  the  coins  and  this,  com- 
bined with  the  bilingual  introduction,  gi ves  us  a catalog  which  can 
be  used  by  virtually  anyone  without  any  language  problems.  The 
printing  was  limited  to  2012  copies  and  has  long  been  unavailable.

A most  unusual  reprint  of  the  classic  and  rare  standard  reference  on 
Netherlands  historical  medals.  This  book  has  no  text  and  contains 
only  the  numbered  illustrations  from  the  original  book.  There  are 
over  900  illustrations  (each  showing  both  obverse  and  reverse)  of 
medals  commemorating  historical  events  during  the  years  1731-1806. 
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While  this  book  gives  no  specifications  on  any  of  the  illustrations, 
it  is  still  an  invaluable  reference  on  Netherlands  historical  medals. 
The  original  van  Loon  books  were  printed  over  a century  ago  and  are 
rare  and  very  expensive  when  offered  for  sale.  Such  a reprint  offers 
the  specialist  and  occasional  medal  collector  an  excellent  reference 
opportuni ty .

An  interesting  book  on  Netherlands  medals.  This  book  is  not  a compre- 
hensive complete  listing  but  rather  a general  overview  of  Netherlands 
medals  which  have  been  in  auctions  and  price  lists,  and  in  dealer  in- 
ventories in  the  past  few  years.  There  are  more  than  1000  illustrations 
most  showing  both  the  obverse  and  reverse,  of  medals  struck  or  cast  be- 
tween 1512  and  1982.  The  illustrations  are  not  in  chronological  order 
but  there  is  a very  handy  cross-reference  table  which  may  be  used  to 
locate  listed  medals  for  specific  years.  There  is  an  additional  sec- 
tion which  lists  the  medals  by  number  and  description.  Most  of  the 
descriptions  include:  date,  subject,  medalist,  alloy  and  diameter. 

While  this  book  is  written  in  Dutch,  there  are  few  pages  of  text.  The 
vast  majority  of  this  book  consists  of  illustrations  and  it  is  there- 
fore an  excellent  reference  on  general  Netherlands  medals. 

In  the  foreword,  the  author  states  that  he  has  printed  a limited  quan- 
tity of  these  books.  Should  there  be  a large  demand  for  this  publi- 
cation, he  is  hopeful  of  publishing  expanded  improved  editions.  Let 
us  hope  that  this  comes  to  pass  since  this  type  of  information  is  quite 
scarce  and  very  much  needed  in  the  hobby.

This  is  a beautiful  reprint  of  the  original  1879  standard  reference  on 
Brabant  and  Flemish  (Belgian)  guild,  presentation,  church  and  charity 
tokens.  It  is  a very  comprehensive  listing  with  many  fine  illustrations 
All  tokens  are  listed  by  the  city  of  issue  and  type.  I find  the  French 
text  easier  to  follow,  the  Dutch  text  is  printed  in  "gothic"  type  and 
is  therefore  more  difficult  to  work  with.  Given  all  the  fine  illus- 
trations, language  should  not  be  a barrier  in  using  this  book.  This 
is  a fantastic  reference  for  Belgian  tokens  of  the  15th  to  18th  cen- 
tury. Such  books  are  a rare  acquisition  for  a person  interested  in 
this  field  of  numismatics.

Bacon,  in  Essay  Of  Studies,  tells  us  that  "Some  books  are  to  be  tasted, 
others  to  be  swallowed,  and  some  few  to  be  chewed  and  digested."  Re- 
towski 's  book  is  in  the  last-named  category.  I remember  some  twenty 
years  ago  when  I first  saw  Retowski' s Genuoesko-Tatarskiia  moneti 
goroda  Kaffa  thinking  what  a shame  it  was  that  such  an  important  book 
was  so  inaccessible  to  most  students.  I was  delighted  when  I received 
a review  copy  to  see  that  it  had  been  translated  by  my  friend  Randolph 
Zander.  The  contents  are  as  follows:  Title  page;  Map,  p.  1;  Trans- 
lator's note,  pp.  2-3;  Background,  pp.  4-12;  Catalogue  of  Coins  (A: 
Coins  of  the  Town  of  Kaffa:  I Group:  nos.  1-16;  II  Group:  nos.  7-173; 
III  Group:  nos  174-257;  IV.  Group:  nos.  258-264;  B.  Genoese  aspers  of 
the  Town  of  Krym:  nos.  1-3;  C.  Aspers  with  large  "T"  on  obverse: 
nos.  1-5;  and  D.  Genoese  countermarks : nos.  1-5;  pp  13-51;  and  Plates 
I -V I , pp.  52-62).  Retowski,  who  worked  as  a curator  of  numismatics 
at  the  Hermitage  from  1900  til  his  retirement  in  1924,  a year  before 
his  death,  was  in  a unique  position  to  prepare  this  work.  He  had  al- 
ready written  three  articles  on  thse  small,  enigmatic,  bilingual  sil- 
ver aspers  and  copper  follari  characterized  by  the  Tatar  tamgha,  and 
his  book  of  1906  consolidated  this  information  as  well  as  adding  new 
data,  to  introduce  "a  reasoned  over-all  systematization  that  no  later 
investigation  has  significantly  challenged."  His  book  did  not  receive 
wide  distribution  so  that  now  it  is  a rare  book.  We  should  expect 
that  since  this  translation  and  republishing  has  taken  place,  groups 
of  these  coins,  rare  outside  of  the  U.S.S.R.,  will  come  to  light, 
as  collectors,  armed  with  Retowski,  reexamine  their  trays  of  "inconnues. 
The  Russian  Numismatic  Society  is  to  be  commended  for  having  under- 
taken this  work  which  lies  at  the  periphery  of  their  interest.  I can 
recommend  the  book  without  reservation.

SPAIN,  THE  LAW  OF  DECEMBER  26,  1957 


by  John  DeMarais , Lincoln _,  Nebraska , NI  H 1539 

One  of  the  trends  in  Europe  in  the  1 950 ' s was  the  replacement  of 
smal 1 -denomination  notes  with  more  durable  and  convenient  coins.  In 
1956  the  peseta  was  worth  2.36  cents,  and  there  were  notes  in  circul- 
ation for  values  as  small  as  5,  25  and  50  pesetas.  The  Law  of  Decem- 
ber 26,  1957  authorized  the  striking  of  cupro-nickel  coins  to  replace 
these  notes.  The  respective  diameters  of  these  coins  were  23,  26.5 
and  30mm.  The  law  initially  authorized  250,000,000  5-peseta  coins, 
150,000,000  25-peseta  coins  and  100,000,000  50-peseta  coins.  There- 
after, the  100-peseta  note  was  to  be  the  smallest  denomination  re- 
presented by  paper.  No  10-peseta  coin  was  issued  because  there  was 
no  10-peseta  note  in  circulation.  Although  10-peseta  notes  circul- 
ated in  the  late  1930's  and  early  1 940 ' s , this  denomination  was  never 
popular.
